and eternal,” said Larry Larsen, 
selectman. “With the graying of us 
all there’s going to be a need for a 
better set-up.” 

If the current plan does not get a 
collective thumbs-up, Dr. Larsen said 
Andover will need to take a serious 
look at what it can do to help its 
elderly population. 


Supporters of Senior Center 
expansion say the project will create 
a large function room to hold approx: 
imately 300 to 350 people, and pro- 
vide other space to allow for program 
growth and an expansion of the adult 
day-care facility 

“They have such little space there, 
they can’t do much with program- 
ming,” said Dr. Larsen. “If you g0 to 
some well-developed senior centers, 
we have not kept pace. It’s simple.” 

The center currently has items 
such as pool tables and pottery 
equipment in storage because there 
is no space to house such items, said 
Sharon Souza, former Council on 
Aging director, 

However, school officials have 
concerns of their own. With student 
enrollment numbers growing, School 
Committee members say they may 
need the space around Doherty to 
expand the middle school.

mittee wants to make sure there will 
be a place for Doherty to expand 
before it relinquishes control of the 
land, 

The School Committee has not 
taken a vote on Article 29, nor has it 
set a date to do so. It will either make 
a decision at its April 4 meeting or 
just before Town Meeting, Susan Dal- 
ton, member, said Tuesday. 

Members of the School Commit- 
tee, the Board of Selectmen, and the 
Council on Aging met with Buzz 
Stapczynski, town manager, recently 
to discuss the transfer of the land, 
said Dr. Larsen. 


“We just wanted to sit down and 
have a friendly chat with them and 
that was it,” said Dorothy Bresna- 
han, Council on Aging chairwoman. 
“There was no decision made,” 

Ms. Bresnahan said the council is 


hoping to get a large number of 


seniors to Town Meeting and is look- 
ing for the support of “the sandwich 
generation,” those between the ages 
of 40 and 55, who she said are most 
likely to benefit from an expanded 
center, 

If given the land to expand, Coun- 
cil on Aging members say they will 
raise the money necessary to fund 
the project. 

Dr. Larsen said the seniors have 
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talked to a fund-raising consultant 
who advised them how to raise the 
necessary funds, but he and other 
officials recognize it may take some 
time to raise the millions of dollars 
they need, 

“They think they can raise money 


quickly and it would be wonderful if 


they could,” said Jerry Silverman, 
selectman. “I haven’t seen people 
raising money for anything quickly 
around here.” 


Article 28 necessary, too 


Although the dual-approval of 


Article 29 will be the more difficult 
piece, Town Meeting must also 
approve Article 28 for the expansion 
project to go forward. 

Article 28 asks residents to allow 
the town to amend its agreement 
with Andover Offices Associates 
Limited Partnership to allow for 


expansion. Andever leases some of 


the building space the seniors are 
eying from Andover Offices. 


Andover Offices renovated part of 


the building for the town and the 
town is, in effect, paying the group 
back through its lease, which runs 
out in 1999, said officials. At that 
time, the town will buy the space 
back for a nominal fee, 

Dr. Larsen said he believes 
Andover Offices will alter its agree- 
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ment as long as the seniors pay for the 
expansion. 

“We don’t anticipate any problems with 
that, but that hasn’t been worked out since 
we don’t have Town Meeting authorization 
yet,” said Mr. Urbelis. 


“I would say that we probably would not 
add any time at all” onto the lease, said Mr. 
Silverman, “We wouldn’t add time, we 
wouldn’t add money. 

“Our hope is they would grant us the use 
of whatever we do on the property. A lot of 
things have to happen first,” he said,

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Officials want to avoid Town Meeting trouble 
Second school budget hearing scheduled for next week 


By Neil Fater 

With the scrutiny of Town Meeting 
fewer than two weeks away, selectmen 
and School Committee members are 
still working to find common ground 
regarding the Andover schools’ bud- 
get. 

The School Committee-supported 
budget is currently $466,000 higher 
than the town manager’s' recommend- 
ed school budget. However Jerry Sil- 
verman, selectman, said he spoke with

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Finance Committee members recently 
and believes the schools and town 
might “draw a little bit closer than we 
are right now.” 

“We've got to get it closer than 
where we are, or we’re going to end up 
with a catastrophe at Town Meeting,” 
said Lloyd Willey, School Committee 
member. 

As a means to inform the public 
about the items included in the school 
budgets, the School Committee will 
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have a televised budget hearing at 
Memorial Hall Library on Wednesday, 
April 5, at 7 p.m. Mr. Willey encour- 
aged community members to ask ques- 
tions. 

“The whole purpose is to make sure 
everyone’s aware and understands the 
issue as to why there’s a discrepancy,” 
said Mr. Willey. 

Not a single resident posed a ques- 
tion during the recent School Commit- 
tee public hearing on its budget. 


According to officials, budget talks 
stopped recently while officials waited 
to see how election results would 
change the complexion of the two 
boards. Now that the elections are 
over, they expect negotiation to quick- 
ly recommence. 


Selectmen and School Committee 
members still have ‘‘a long way to go to 
put it together, but we all want to,” said 
Mr. Willey.

“The company is working on 
strongly-synthetic, organic 
chemistry-based pharmaceuti- 
cal research,” said Ms. Kokubo. 

She would not elaborate or 
be more specific.

\Continued trom page |} 
committee members. 

Finalists will probably tour one ele- 
mentary school, one middle school and 
Andover High School, while meeting 
with representatives from the other 
schools, said Lloyd Willey, newly- 
appointed committee secretary, 

“We're trying to look at them as 
quickly as possible,” said Susan Dal- 
ton, who was elected chairwoman of 
the School Committee Tuesday night. 

But those too impatient to wait until 
next week can get a sneak preview of 
the superintendent finalists below. The 
Townsman talked with each of the five 
men who may become Andover’s next 
head of schools. 

The five finalists come from an orig- 
inal group of 44 candidates that was 
whittled down to eight people the 
superintendent search committee 
decided to interview. According to Pat- 
ty Barrett, committee member, each 
member gave these eight candidates a 
ranking of 1, 2 or 3. This eliminated 
three other candidates. She said the 
search committee did not submit the 
rankings of the candidates to the 
School Committee. It is now the School 
Committee’s job to select the next 

superintendent from the remaining 
five, described briefly below: 
John A. Krewer 

John Krewer said he has Visited 
Andover six times since he learned 
this autumn that a position might 
become available here, and said he 
“came away just very impressed with 
everything I heard and saw.” 

A strong proponent of community 
evaluations of superintendents, Dr. 
Krewer said he periodically speaks to 
educators about how to create such an 
evaluation. 

“I believe every school district must 


Committees at 


have five-year goals that reflect the 
consensus of the community,” and the 
community must frequently discuss 
whether it believes the superintendent 
is living up to the community's goals, 
said Dr. Krewer, 

Dr. Krewer’s current community, 
Woodstock, Conn., is smaller than 
Andover at 1,000 students, but he 
worked as an assistant to the superin- 
tendent in an 11,000-student district in 
Pennsylvania, 

“I believe in being visible, out in the 
schools,” said Dr. Krewer, 

Woodstock is a bedroom town with 
very little industrial tax base, making 
passage of bond issue items difficult, 
according to a political watcher there. 
Mr. Krewer seemed excited about last 
year’s passage of a $2 million bond 
item for technology, 

“I think it’s essential that the next 
Superintendent be a curriculum lead- 
er,” he said, “Technology has to be a 
dominant part of all of our planning,” 

Woodstock is a K-8 system, with the 
town paying tuition for students to 
attend Woodstock Academy, a private 
high school in town, 

Dr. Krewer said he is a candidate for 
another superintendency, 

He has 6-year-old twin boys and a 13- 
year-old and 15-year old daughter. Dr. 
Krewer will be interviewed by the 
School Committee Friday, April 7. 

Dick Neal 

Dick Neal, current interim superin- 
tendent and long-time Andover resi- 
dent, is the known element in this race, 
a fact he considers one of his most 
attractive qualities, 

“Whenever you're looking ahead to 
building on what you have, it’s helpful 
to have an idea of the history,” he said. 

Mr. Neal is a South Church deacon 
and has served in almost every capaci- 
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ty within the Andover system. He said 
Andover's governing bodies will need 
to work more closely together over the 
next few years. 

In 1988, Mr, Neal was the first recipi- 
ent of Harvard’s Derek Bok Prize, an 
award given annually for community 
service work. 

The School Committee will inter- 
view him Monday, April 3. 

R. Lloyd Jaeger 

R. Lloyd Jaeger of Poughkeepsie, 
N.Y., is a former social studies teacher 
and departinent chairman, who moved 
up the educational ranks in New York 
school systems, 

He left his position as superinten- 
dent of Hyde Park Central School Dis- 
trict in November of 1994, the same 
month he began working as assistant 
to the district superintendent in 
Dutchess County, N.Y. Since the begin- 
ning of this year he has also worked as 
coordinator of an educational technolo- 
SY program at one of Long Island Uni- 
versity’s campuses. 

Dr. Jaeger did not want to talk 
extensively before the School Commit- 
tee had a chance to interview him, but 
lauded the Andover community and 
said, “I have no difficulty living in the 
community in which I work.” 

He said he has school-age children 
and stopped short of promising to live 
in Andover. 

He will be publicly interviewed by 
the committee on Monday, April 3. 


Dennis Pope 

Describing himself as a thoughtful 
leader, not a manager, Dennis J. Pope 
of Concord, N.H., said he’s not the type 
to climb a ladder only to find out he’s 
on the wrong building. 

He said he has dealt with financial 
situations similar to those brought 
about by Massachusetts Education 
Reform and unfunded state mandates 
while working as a superintendent in 
New Hampshire. 


“One of the issues that we’ve always 
had to deal with here is support in 
money from the state,” he said. 

Although his school population in 
Bedford, N.H., is growing modestly, 
Mr. Pope said the tax rate in his town 
was down slightly because of ‘a con- 
certed effort on both the school side 
and the town.” 

“I know that the Andover school Sys- 
tem has an outstanding reputation for 
being on the cutting edge and being 
progressive,” said Mr. Pope. 

“You can tell it’s a community that 
values learning and values children in 
the process,” he said. “I think this is 
reflected not only in the schools but 
throughout the community.” 

Mr. Pope said he was impressed 
with the activity in Memorial Hall 
Library when he came to visit. 

A former tennis junkie, he said he 
now enjoys hiking and went on a five- 
mile walk this weekend. 

He will be interviewed by the School 
Committee Thursday, April 6. 
William A. Jutras 

A former biology teacher, William 
Jutras has been a superintendent in 
three communities during the ’90s. 

He was a N.H. superintendent from 
1986 until 1991, a superintendent in 
Michigan from 1992 to 1993, and is cur. 
rently a superintendent in West War- 
wick, R.I. Dr. Jutras has served asa 
college lecturer, high school teacher, 
assistant principal of a high school, 
and principal of both a junior high and 
a senior high before moving up to 
assistant superintendent positions, All 
of this work took place in the North- 
east. 

He has been married 23 years, has 
two children and is known to enjoy 
photography and golf. 

Dr. Jutras asked to delay discus- 
sions with the press until after he 
meets with the School Committee. The 
committee will interview him Thurs- 
day, April 6. 


odds over ranking of superintendent finalists

The superintendent search commit- 
tee, appointed under somewhat contro- 
versial circumstances last December, 
may be leaving a wake of controversy 
after finalizing its recommendations to 
the School Committee last week. 

At question is the search commit: 
tee’s ranking of the candidates, A mem- 
ber of the superintendent search com- 
mittee, and several unnamed sources 
connected to the committee, said this 
week that candidates for the position 
were ranked according to an internal 
system. 


Despite rumblings from inside 
sources, search committee members 
maintain that their list of five finalists 
were not ranked in any sort of prefer: 
ential order, 

“We decided as a committee not to 
do that,” Kathleen Hess, superinten- 
dent search committee member, said 
Tuesday morning. “We felt it was not 
our responsibility to prioritize.” 

Mary Lyman, former School Com- 
mittee member, said that the search 
committee's’ recommendations were in 


no particular order. “They just handed 
over the names,” she said. 

Sources close to the committee, how- 
ever, report that rankings did occur. 

“I knew the ranking order,” said Bill 
Josephson, superintendent search com- 
mittee member. “We knew the order 
when it was all over and done.” 

After the committee completed the 
candidates’ interviews, he said each 
search committee member privately 
evaluated seven of the eight candi- 
dates, excluding Richard Neal, interim 
superintendent of schools, giving each 
candidate a grade, 


Grades ranged from a high score of 
one, indicating strong support for the 
candidate, to a low score of three, 
meaning that the committee member 
found the candidate unsuitable for the 
superintendent position. 

When the voting was completed, 
there was a very clear consensus that 
three candidates should not be given 
further consideration, said Mr. Joseph- 
son. The other four — Dr, John Krewer, 
Dr. William Jutras, Dr, R. Lloyd Jaeger 
and Dennis Pope ~ along with Mr, Neal, 


were recommended to the School Com- 
mittee as finalists, 

“I knew the ranking of the four,” 
said Mr, Josephson. He said Mr. Neal 
was not included in the rankings. 

“We opted to have the School Com- 
mittee decide on Dick Neal,” said Mr. 
Josephson. 

“He is in the chair and he is acting 
superintendent. On that basis, he is 
qualified to be put forward to go to the 
School Committee. 

Several undisclosed sources said 
last week the search committee used a 
system of rankings both to identify the 
top five prospects in the field of eight 
and to indicate the priority of the final- 
ists. One source, who requested 
anonymity, said two candidates fin- 
ished very strongly. 

Ms. Lyman said a search-committee 
member did mention the committee’s 
ranking of the candidates to her. “One 
member said she had ranked Jaeger 
and Krewer on the high end,” said Ms. 
Lyman. 

“T think there’s a lot of weight placed 
on the search committee recommenda- 
tions,” said Bill Huston, former School 


Committee member. 

The School Committee hastily 
named members on Dec, 27 to a super- 
intendent search committee after nego- 
tiations failed with the consulting firm 
expected to conduct the search. Four of 
the five School Committee members 
selected applicants to be offered posi- 
tions on the search committee. Mr. 
Huston, not informed of the meeting, 
believed he was “excluded intentional- 
ly.” 


The meeting’s legality was ques- 
tioned as well. Notice of the Dec. 27 
meeting was not publicly posted for at 
least 48 applicable hours as required by 
the Open Meeting Law, 

On the advice of town counsel and 
after heavy community pressure, the 
School Committee voted again Jan. 17, 
selecting a total of nine members for 
the search committee. 

Search committee members includ- 
ed eight town residents — Patty Barrett, 
Janice Barch, Bob Johnston, Suzanne 
McGrail, Linda Young, Myrna Zetlan, 
Mr. Josephson and Ms. Hess — and Can- 
dace Hall, town. personnel director. 
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Finegold, Silverman, Girdwood, Birnbach win

than (Mr. Doherty’s) operation.” 

Despite fine weather, the early-day 
turnout was low, according to election 
workers. When polls closed at 8 p.m., 
3,722 of Andover’s 19,027 registered vot- 
ers — approximately 19.6 percent — had 
cast ballots, thanks in part to the push 
of early-evening telephone reminders 
by the Finegold camp. 

Selectmen’s race 

“Between 4 and 6 p.m. we made about 
400 phone calls and I'd say about 70 per- 
cent of those people came out and that 
made the difference,” said Mr. Finegold, 
who thanked his workers and family 
members for their efforts. 

Mr. Finegold spread political posters 
throughout town, said he spent approxi 
mately $6,000, and shook hands and 
rapped door knockers until voters 
opened the figurative door for him. 

“He ran a campaign like in all my 30 
years I've never seen a campaign run 
for selectman,” said Mr, Silverman. 

While Mr. Finegold enjoyed his victo- 
ry Monday night with family and sup- 
porters, Mr. Silverman and Mr, Wesson 
shared a room with their backers in a 
downtown restaurant. The two incum- 
bents have often campaigned as a team, 
and Mr. Silverman was disappointed 
they won't be working together again, 

“It’s a very hollow victory for me 
because | think what happened is going 
to hurt the town. To lose a guy of (Mr. 
Wesson’s) ability and know-how is not 
in the best interest of the town,” said 
Mr. Silverman. “But Barry worked 
very hard, spent a lot of money, and you 
can’t beat hard work.” 

“I knew I had an uphill battle,” said 
Mr. Finegold. “When I do something, 
either I do it right or I don’t do it at all.” 

Mr. Wesson, who will retire from 
work April 1, accepted his defeat grace- 
fully. 

“As far as the last 12 years, I feel I’ve 
made a contribution to the town and I 
don’t have any regrets,” he said. “If peo- 
ple decided they wanted someone else 
that’s fine. 

“I don’t think Jerry and I got enough 
of our people out to vote, obviously. I 
think people thought we were pretty 
much shoo-ins because of the service 
we've given to the town.” 

Both incumbent candidates said they 
do not believe Mr. Finegold can deliver 
on all he promised during his cam- 
paign. Mr. Silverman was bothered 
because people did not ask how Mr. 
Finegold planned to slow growth, lower 
taxes and keep existing services all at 
the same time. 

“He raised questions and talked to 
people that we could not respond to. No 
one questioned how he was going to do 
it,” he said. “Am I upset? Obviously I 
am. I think the town got hurt, But I 
can’t fault Barry. When you run for 
office you run to get elected,” 

“I think Barry’s message was a popu- 
lar message. I don’t think he’s going to 
deliver it easily. It’s going to take him a 
while to figure all that out. I wish him 
all the luck in the world,” said Mr. Wes- 
son. “Slow growth. How do you do that? 
That’s just impossible. Lower taxes. It

New pumper truck for Fire Dept. on Town Meeting warrant

Firefighters want a new engine to 
replace the aging, 1982 pumper truck 
currently being used as a reserve unit. 

“It's sustained body damage due to 
rusting,” Fire Chief Harold Hayes said 
at a recent Board of Selectmen meet- 
ing.

Opposed to Rec Park 
for Youth Center site 


Editor, Townsman: 

This letter is written to discuss 
some troubling aspects concerning the 
proposal to build a youth center/SHED 
collaborative center at Recreation 
Park. 

Few Andover residents may realize 
that the Quinnapowitt Boy Scout Coun- 
cil donated the land to the town in 1957 
to be used by hikers, athletes and fami- 
lies to enjoy in perpetuity. The deed 
stipulated that the land be “granted for 
recreation purposes only.” Now comes 
the Youth Council and SHED, lacking a 
comprehensive plan for current or 
future funding, about to violate this 
will in order to build a “Rec Park Cen- 
ter,” which would exchange towering 
red oak and northern white pine for 
asphalt, glass and new sewer lines. One 
need only observe the rapid pace of 
Andover’s housing construction and 
the developers’ threat to Den Rock 
Park to realize that Andover’s charac- 
ter would further succumb to creeping 
urbanization. 

Transport to the relatively remote 
Rec Park is another issue; how many 
more buses and cars would have to 
transit from the more populated areas 
of town to Rec Park, which is essential- 
ly devoid of public transportation? 
South Abbot Street is dark, winding 
and devoid of sidewalks. According to 
residents, a large number of single car 

accidents have occurred along the 
Spring Grove Cemetery wall; most of 


these have gone unreported unless 
there has been a severe injury. Is this 
isolated center truly the safest and 
most ideal location for a youth center? 
How much would the town need to 
spend in order to improve Abbot Street 
to adequate safety standards? SHED 
and the Youth Council have not provid- 
ed objective data on these questions. 

Above all, why should the town 
encourage the loss of precious recre- 
ation land for a large edifice when so 
many existing potential centers would 
be unused? For example, why can’t the 
West Middle or the Doherty school 
property become the nucleus for such a 
center, with their meeting rooms, gym, 
abundant parking, more central loca- 
tion and easy transportation access? 

At town meeting, let’s wholehearted- 
ly vote for the articles which would 
improve Recreation Park and other 
playing fields around town as outdoor 
recreation facilities, preserving them 
for all Andoverites, rather than paving 
over recreation land for the use of only 
a few.

Put youth center in 
downtown Andover 


Editor, Townsman: 

I read with interest the Town Meet- 
ing articles about the proposed youth 
center at Rec Park in the March 23 
Townsman. 

Rec Park is a lonely and isolated 
place, far from the High School, middle 
schools, and Memorial Hall Library. 
It’s at the end of a poorly maintained 
road in a relatively unpopulated area 
of town. It can be reached on foot from 
South School by a short walk through 
the woods, 

These are significant problems with 
the location of the proposed youth cen- 
ter — teenagers will have to drive.or be 
driven to get there, the town will have 
to plow and maintain the road, and few 
South parents will be comfortable with 
the idea of their kids walking through 
the woods, 

The proposed Youth Center does not 
address another town problem, that of 
kids socializing in downtown stores 
and Memorial Library after school. A 
youth center in Rec Park probably will 
be unable to attract enough kids away 
from downtown to help deal with this 
problem. 

It seems to me that a better site for 
the youth center would be in part of the 
Old Town Hall, or in another site near 
Memorial Library. 

Instead of spending money on bricks 
and mortar at Rec. Park, less money 
could be spent equipping and staffing a 
better-located site with youth center 
facilities. A downtown site would help 
solve the librarians’ and storekeepers’ 
problem by giving them a good place to 

send kids who want to talk and social- 
ize. Also, the late-afternoon school bus 
would not have to go so far out of its 
way to collect after-schoolers, 


I fear an isolated youth center at Rec 
Park would quickly turn into a white 
elephant and fall into disrepair. 
Instead, why not use an existing conve- 
nient downtown building for the youth 
center? I respectfully ask one of the 
advocates of the Rec Park youth center 
proposal to discuss this question when 
these articles come up at Town Meet- 
ing.

Supports a Ballardvale 
Historic District 


Editor, Townsman: 

Since 1982 Andover has had seven 
districts listed on the National Register 
of Historic Places - Ballardvale, Cen- 
tral Street, Main/Locke streets, Acade- 
my Hill, West Parish Center, Shaw- 
sheen Village and Andover Industrial 
Village. National Historic Register sta- 
tus, however, provides only recogni- 
tion, not protection, of historically 
important sites. The Demolition Delay 
Bylaw, while important, provides a 
limited protection mechanism. 

At the April Town Meeting, 
Andover’s citizens will have the oppor- 
tunity to enact important preservation- 
enabling legislation that will permit 
the formation of a local historic district 
in Ballardvale. For the past two years, 
a study committee, composed primari- 
ly of Ballardvale residents, has 
researched the feasibility and desir- 
ability of establishing a local historic 
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district in their community. The pur- 
pose of the district is to preserve and 
protect the distinctive characteristics 
of Ballardvale’s historically significant 
mill village by maintaining and 
improving the setting of those build- 
ings, and encouraging new designs 
that are compatible with the existing 
structures, The bylaw provides for the 
creation of a district commission com- 
posed of representatives of the Ballard- 
vale community, including profession- 
als, appointees from historic organiza- 
tions and ordinary citizens, who will 
then develop reasonable, uniform 
design-review guidelines based on 
their community’s input and historic- 
preservation design standards. 


The authority of the bylaw will 
apply only to exterior architectural fea- 
tures of buildings in the district. 
Exemptions from the review process 
include ordinary maintenance and 
repair, paint color, landscaping with 
plant materials, terraces, walks, side- 
walks, driveways, storm doors and

windows, window air-conditioners, 
light fixtures, conventional antennae, 
reconstruction substantially similar in 
exterior design of a structure destroyed 
by fire or other calamity, signs less 
than two square feet in area or tempo- 
rary signs. A public hearing will be 
held April 6 at the Memorial Auditori- 
um at the Doherty Middle School at 
7:30 p.m. to provide information and 
address concerns. Information is avail- 
able from study committee members or 
at town offices. 


Currently, Massachusetts has more 
than 100 communities where voters 
have adopted local historic-district 
ordinances. They have recognized that 
the advantages well exceed the disad- 
vantages of having local preservation 
controls for community historical and 
cultural resources. North Andover, 
North Reading, Lawrence, Methuen, 
Boxford, Lowell and Billerica are some 
of the neighboring towns that have 
established local districts. 


The Andover Historical Commis- 
sion urges support of Article 70. We 
believe it is a pro-active step to preserv- 
ing the New England character of our 
town.

Champy property 


Editor, Townsman: 

At Town Meeting, voters will be pre- 
sented with an important choice 
regarding Champy property, which 


includes approximately .25 miles of 


frontage along the Shawsheen River 
and abuts Den Rock Park and its miles 
of trails and regionally important rock- 
climbing area. 

The Andover Trails Committee has 
been active this past year working to 
assure a protected greenway along the 
Shawsheen River in the face of active 
redevelopment of several important 
properties. We urge voters to reject a 
private article to rezone this property 
from the industrial classification to 
residential. 

The Champy property should not be 
rezoned for residential use until the 
town can fully evaluate the impact of 
the full build-out allowable of the pro- 
posed use. Issues which need to be 
closely examined include its impact on 
the adjacent residential community 
and its road system, the impact on our 
school system and our town services. 
Further, as large scale development is 
being proposed for the adjacent Den 
Rock Park in Lawrence, as well as oth- 
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er properties in the vicinity of Brick- 
stone Square, we need to cautiously 
evaluate the impact of growth in this 
corner of our community on the char- 
acter of our entire town. 

At some point in the future, the 
town may wish to reconsider its past 
decision on this property’s zoning clas- 
sification, but it should be done in the 
context of adjacent lands. Town control 
of development through zoning classifi- 
cation is a well established part of our 
system of self-governance. We do not 
have to passively permit speculative 
uses of land which jeopardize the com- 
mon good of our community. 

We urge voters to turn down the pri- 
vate article calling for rezoning of the 
Champy property. The trails commit- 
tee is interested in protecting the 
Shawsheen Greenway, a connection 
with Den Rock Park, and also believes 
that this is not the time or place for the 
type of residential development being 
proposed.

Few schools in Massachusetts can match 
the success of Andover High in varsity 
baseball the past five years, 

Back-to-back state titles in 1991 and 1992, 
three Eastern Mass. Division 1 North cham- 
pionships, four consecutive Merrimack Val- 
ley Conference Large School titles, four 20- 
win seasons, and a blistering overall record 
of 106 wins, 14 losses for an .883 winning 
percentage. 

Andover, which is also 139-27 in its last 
166 games including tournament play, has 
reached the third round of the tournament 
all but once since 1988. 

Ken Maglio, in his 25th year with the 
Andover program and his third as head var- 
sity coach, is confident the tradition will 
continue this spring. 

However, it must be done with a group 
that includes only four returning starters 
from last year’s squad. 

The 1994 Golden Warriors finished 18-7 
overall, hitting their stride late in the sea- 
son by winning the annual Lawrence Invi- 
tational Tournament (for the ninth time).

Safety officials seek 


S 100k for traffic emitters 


By Alix Driscoll 

For $100,000, April Town Meeting 
voters will have an opportunity to pur- 
chase traffic signal emitters to change 
the lights to green in the direction of 
thavel for emergency vehicles. 

And the timing is crucial, according 
to Andover Firefighter George P. 
Thomson Jr. and Lt. Jim Cuticchia, 
proponents of Article 66. They say the 
two-part 83M Optim system will speed 
fire engines, ambulances and police 
vehicles to emergencies. 

It works like this: An infrared-emit- 
ting device mounted in the light bar of 
an emergency vehicle sends a signal to 
a feceiving device mounted on traffic 
signal to change the light from red to 
sreen, The “capture” of the traffic light 

ly works when the light bar is on, 
said Lt. Cuticchia. 

Timing is important for two reasons, 
he said, 

The state will soon be installing new 
light signals, on Gould Road at Route 
125, on River Road, at Phillips Acade- 
my and in Shawsheen Square. 

“If we have these devices in place on 
the vehicles, the state will incorporate 
the detectors in the new lights for free,” 
said Lt. Cuticchia. 

The town must make a commitment 
to putting the emitting devices on all its 
vehicles and retro-fitting the existing

Lt. Cuticchia. “This will allow the town 
to take advantage of technology at a 
reasonable cost.” 

If this warrant article passes, the 
police department will purchase 12 
emitters and the fire department will 
purchase the same number. 
Congestion around town 

The congestion in the center of town 
hinders the passage of emergency vehi- 
cles, according to the safety officials. 

“There is a present control system 
on the lights in the downtown area, but 
it does not work properly if an emer- 
gency vehicle is going north or taking a 
right turn on Central Street, for exam- 
ple,” said Mr. Thomson. 


The current system turns both the 
lights on Main Street to green so the 


emergency vehicles can pass, even if 


they turn off at Elm Square, leaving all 
cross traffic sitting at red lights. 

Using the new devices will do two 
things, said Chief Hayes. 

“It will make it a lot safer for public 


traffic, and it will speed up our 


response time,” said Chief Hayes. 

He said he is very concerned about 
the heavy traffic situations in the after-
